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Presbyterian Returns 


College, Endowment High, Re-accredited 
By Southern Educational Group 


Presbyterian College is once more a fully ac- 

credited member of the Southern Association of 
Colleges and Secondary Schools. 
The college, its endowment now over the one- 
half million dollar mark, was accepted back into 
full membership at the Association’s annual meet- 
ing at Houston, Tex., Dec. 1. 

Presbyterian was a member of this regional 
accrediting agency of the American Education 
Association during the period 1923-35 but lost that 
rating when its endowment fell below association 
standards. 

At that time the college had an enrollment of 
approximately 300 students and was expected to 
have a minimum endowment of $300,000 in ad- 
dition to church support. However, P. C.’s indebt- 
edness totaled more than $335,000 and its endow- 
ment only $273,564. 

Even when dropped from association member- 
ship, Presbyterian College was recognized as do- 
ing good educational work, with the lact of en- 
downment cited as the reason for its change in 
‘status. 

Through regular contributions of the support- 
ing synods of Georgia and South Carolina, the 
college continued to maintain a sound educational 
program. And an unusual number of its graduates 
Yeceived admission to professional schools or were 
given assistantships and fellowships at many of 
the country’s leading universities. 

Through the leadership of the late Dr. William 

. Jacobs, the burden of debt was lifted from the 
college to such an extent that by 1945 the indebt- 
edness amounted to only $5,000, with an endow- 


The graph below pictures the course of Presbyterian 


Dr. Marshall W. Brown succeeded Dr. Jacobs 
as president in 1945. And a campaign initiated by 
Dr. Brown increased the endowment to $509,098, 
with no indebtedness, by the May audit last year. 

This endowment figure put P. C. over the top 
as far as the Southern Association was concerned. 
The accrediting agency had lifted its requirement 
to one-half million dollar endowment with the in- 
crease of Presbyterian’s student body to approxi- 
mately 500. 

President Brown pointed out Presbyterian’s 
position regarding educational training was clear- 
ly emphasized in the fact that its educational ex- 
penditures per student exceed by one-third the 
association standard, current library expenditures 
are 50 percent in excess of the Southern Associa- 
tion requirement and the number of books in the 
P. C. library are more than twice the amount speci- 
fied for acceptance. 


Something of a ‘New Look’ 


It’s a much-belabored term, but here it is 
again—the “new look” has now invaded Presby- 
terian’s Alumni Office. 

A complete renovation is underway at this 
focal point in the organization in an effort to 
establish closer contact with alumni scattered 
throughout the world and to render greater ser- 
vice to them. 

As a first step, the office filing system is being 
worked and reworked to keep the office abreast of 
the ever-shifting flow of addresses. And with this 
accomplished and thoroughly organized, plans call 
for expanded activities along the alumni front.

Quarter-Century 


President Marshall W. Brown this year marks 
a quarter-century of service to Presbyterian Col- 
lege. 

i And coming as a fitting tribute to his duties 
was the recent re-acceptance of the college into 
full membership in the Southern Association of 
Colleges and Secondary Schools. 

Dr. Brown came to Presbyterian in 1925 as 
a professor of history. Three years later he step- 
ped up to the chair of dean and in 1945 assumed 
the presidency following the resignation of Dr. 
William P. Jacobs. 

Over the 25-year span Dr. Brown has watched 
many changes come to P. C. and has done his 
share in its development. He looks forward now 
with even greater confidence toward the future. 
And he adds: 

“T believe in the special educational values 
to be found only in the small college, and I 
think Presbyterian should continue to limit its 
enrollment on a selective basis. Meanwhile, I 
look forward to making increases in the size of 
the staff and the endowment.” 

The staff and endowment are two of Dr. 
Brown’s prides. Ha feels that he has now develop- 
ed one of the best balanced staffs in his 25-year 
memory of the college. And the endowment cam- 
paign he initiated in 1947 already has doubled 
P. C’s endowment fund—mounting it over the 
one-half million dollar mark, with contributions 
still coming in. 

Bringing the endowment up to the one-half 
million required of a college with enrollment of 
approximately 500 students is what lifted Pres- 
byterian back to the accredited list. 

During four of the five years of his admin- 
istration, Dr. Brown has served as the College’s 
chief business officer. And in each of these four 
years, P. C. showed an operating surplus. This 
is in contrast to the trend which finds 20 percent 
of all U. S. colleges now showing operating de- 
ficits as the result of increased operating costs 
and the necessity of expanding to meet post-war 
enrollment increases. 

Paralleling his work at Presbyterian, Dr. 
Brown has received recognition as one of South 
Carolina’s leading educators. He was chosen presi- 
dent of the South Carolina Historical Association 
for 1933-34 and president of the Southern Confer- 
ence of Academic Deans, 1937-38. He currently 
represents the state on the Executive Committee 
of the Board of Control for Southern Regional 
Education and is vice-chairman and secretary of 
the South Carolina Board of Control. 

The P. C. president was born at Newbern, 
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Tenn., Jan. 8, 1900. After graduating with honors 
from Castle Heights Military Academy, he re- 
ceived a B.A. Degree from Centre College and 
an M.A. in history from the University of Wiscon- 
sin. He had additional study at the University of 
Chicago and the University of Vienna (Austria), 
was awarded a D.Pd. by Davidson College in 1937 
and an LL.D. by Centre in 1946. 

Dr. Brown headed the history department at 
the McCallie School, Chattanooga, before coming 
to Presbyterian in 1925 as a history professor. He 
was appointed by Dr. Davidson M. Douglas, presi- 
dent of P. C. at that time. When Dr. B. L. Park- 
inson resigned as college president in 1928, the 
Board of Trustees elected Dr. Brown dean. He be- 
came president in February, 1945. 

In addition to endowment gains, during the 
Brown administration the student enrollment has 
increased to approximately 500 with numerous 
applicants refused annually—and this despite in- 
creased scholarship requirements for entrance. 

Spencer dormitory was remodeled and other 
improvements made last year. And as the president 
looks ahead toward a better P. C., he sets his im- 
mediate sights upon enlarging and remodeling 
Laurens dormitory, constructing a student recre- 
ation center and building a new chapel with ample 
auditorium space. |

stand Number One in America scholastically. | 


P. C. Frat Men Top Nation 


That’s the verdict in tabulations just released 
by the College Fraternity Scholarship Officers’ As- 
sociation, for the 1948-49 school year. Presbyterian 
frat men replaced the University of Cincinnati as 
tops in the nation in ratings figured on an equal 
competitive basis. 

The fraternity association compiled its statist-— 
ics on the basis of the differential between each 
college’s all men’s scholastic average and the fra- 
ternity average. ; 

Presbyterian College fraternity men had a dif- 
ferential average of 12.012 percent. Leading the 
campus parade was Alpha Sigma Phi, with an aver-_ 
age of 21.181. Theta Chi had an average of 18.634, 
followed in order by Pi Kappa Alpha, Pi Kappa 
Phi and Kappa Alpha. 

As leader of the P. C. fraternity group, Alpha 
Sigma Phi also received the Colin Hudson trophy 
which is awarded annually for fraternity scholar- 
ship at Presbyterian. Hudson, donar of the trophy, 
is an alumnus, having finished in the class of 1935.

Basketballs beat a staccato theme around the 
Presbyterian campus these days as the Blue Stock- 
ings produce a colorful brand of play. 

With three sophomores and a freshman veteran 
leading the way, P. C. climbed high in the state 
standings by the end of January. An action-packed 
six weeks loom ahead, with the flashy Hosemen 
rating a good chance to wind up with season 
honors. 

Presbyterian has knocked off victories in nine 
of 13 encounters, including exhibition tilts against 
strong mill opposition. On the collegiate front thus 
far, P. C. has recorded wins over the College of 
Charleston, the Citadel and Furman, dropped two 
and one-point decisions to Clemson and Mercer re- 
spectively and lost to Catawba. 

Until the Catawba defeat the Blue Hose were 
deadlocked with Erskine for first place in Palmetto 
competition. 

Thirteen more college games are ahead for 
February play. And the squad will round out its 
season at the recently created Little Four Champ- 
ionship Tournament, which will have its initial 
staging at Spartanburg early in March. 

Forward Dwight “Easy” Groninger, team cap- 
tain and all-state as a freshman last year, is the 
sparkplug of the Hose quintet. Pushing him along 
are two other sophomores, high-scoring Forward 
Kay Hill and Guard Lew Hawkins; Guard Paul 
Nye, who crashed the starting lineup as a freshman 
this year and has been holding a torrid pace; and 
Center Ed Thompson, giant 6 foot-4 inch junior. 

A second line of attack 
behind these brings into 
action Co-Captain For- 
ward Ralph “Buzz” Ted- 
ards, Forward Kirby 
Jackson, Center Ken 
Horn and Guards Jimmy

When Presbyterian College gridmen begin 
spring football practice late in February, they will 
open preparations for the 1950 season with better 
prospects than the team which flashed moment 
of greatness this past fall. 

Graduation cuts loose only eight lettermen 
Most of the stars have at least one more year, and 
the talented freshman squad of 1949 moves up 
to add strength. _ ; 

The Blue Stockings finished the season with 
a creditable five wins against four defeats along 
a rugged schedule front. High spots of the year 
came with stunning upset triumphs over Davidson 
and Furman. But the closing loss to underdog New 
berry hurt. 

Presbyterian operated around a_ lghtning- 
charged offensive which averaged 305 yards per 
game and featured the ten-second running of Full- 
back Blake “Kilo” Watts and Halfbacks Walter 
Gooch and George Fleming. All of these are back, 
along with Ken McCutcheon, who teams up with 
them to form a championship relay combination 
in track. 

Watts made Little All-America honorable men- 
tion and second string all-state, and Gooch was 
mentioned for all-state distinction. 

But top man among ~ 
the Blue Hose when 
post-season honors were 
passed out was Tackle 
Bozo Weir. He made the 
all-state first team and 
received mention for Lit- 
tle All-America. Weir 
will return next year to 
pace a line that will also 
welcome back — such 
standouts as Centers 
Jimmy Lindsay, Bob 
Pierce, Ends Bud Neely, 
Brooks Copeland, Bobby 
Ogletree and Fred Barn- 
um, Tackle Paul Martin 
and Guards Gus Watt, 
Bo Atkinson, Frank 
Honea and Al Beckum.

Twenty-eight P. C. students completed work 
on their degrees with the closing of the first se- 
mester and joined the ranks of alumni.
